Sir—There were registered in the Province of South Aus- 
tralia, in the year ended 31st December, 1873—Births, 7,107 
(males, 3,602—females, 3.505); deaths, 2.631 (males, 1,481 
—females, 1,150); and persons married, 3,121. 

EOPULATION. 

The natural increase, or excess of births over deaths, is 
4,476 The population, from the excess of births over deaths, 
and immigration over emigration, is estimated, on the last 
day of the year, at 198,257 (males, 101,743 —females, 96,514). 
This gives an increase, from January 1, 1864, when the 
population was reckoned at 140,416, of 57,481, or at the rate 
of 41 per cent. This increase consists principally of the 
excess of birtns over deaths, which, during the time specified, 
amounted to 43,636—thus leaving 14,205 to be added as 
adults, or otherwise, as persons not born in the Province. 
The greatest naturel increase occurred in the years 1871, 
1868, and 1869, which was, for those years respectively, 
4,704, 4,731, and 4,765. 

BIRTHS. 

The births, 7,107, show no increase above those of the 
immediately preceding year, and are exce2ded by those re- 
gistered in 1868 to the extent of 140. In 1868 the births in 
the District of Adelaide numbered 2,782; in the present year, 
in that district (including Hindmarsh and Port Adelaide, 
which have since been proclaimed separate districts), there 
were registered but 2,540—a decrease of 212. In Willunga 
the decrease is 89; Yankalilla, 68; Strathalbyn, 67; Mor- 
phett Vale, 34; Nairne, 72; Talunga, 51; Port Gawler, ou. 
Angaston, 63. The births in the District of Daly have in- 
creased from 533 to 815; in Barossa, from 349 to 437; in 
Burra, from 209 to 231. The birth-rate, 3,696, is the lowest 
on record. The lessening of the rate, year by year, has been 
inevitable, as the population has been mainly increased by 
the addition io its numbers of the excess of births over deaths, 
In the annual report, 1870, of the Registrar-General of 
England, the birth-rate is stated at 85:3 per 1,000, nearly 
identical with the average rate for the ten previous years, 
Comparatively, rate for rate, 87 per 1,060, appears favurably; 
but otherwise, when the birth-rate for the ten previous years 
is taken into account. The present comparatively high rate 
must diminish for some years to come, unless the population 
be supplemented by the introduction of adults, and not rely, 
to so great an extent, on the addition of those burn in the 
Province, 
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Sex.—The number of males born is 3,602; of females, 
3.505. The proportion of boys to girls is 102-8 to 100. In 
England. in 1870, the proportion is given at 104:1 boys to 
every 100 girls. The proportion has varied considerably in 
different years. Thus, in 1872, the numbers of the sexes 
were equal; in 1871, the proportion of boys to 100 girls was 
109°3; in 1870, it is given at 103-6. 

Seasons. — The registrations in each quarter of the present 
year for the most part coincide with the numerical order 
existing in previous years, the highest number cf births 
having occurred in the third quarter; ti.e second, fourth, and 
first quarter having numbers decreasing as they are here in 
succession named. This order of increase and decrease 
appears, without deviation. in three of the five previous years. 
In 1870 and 1872 there is a disturbance, the fourth and first 
quarters changing place. The first quarter, in these years, 
exceeds the fourth by 108 and 132 respectively. If the sums 
total in the different quarters of ‘he previous five years be 
considered, the higher and lower number of registrations 
appear commencing with the third quarter, and succeeded by 
the second, fourth, and first, as stated above. The five years 
averages, for tne periods thus arranged, are 1,926, 1,795, 
1,689, and 1,675. From this would also appear, that the 
difference in the registrations of the third and fourth quarters 
amounted to 237 in favor of the former, and that the lowest 
quarterly registrations do not attain to the highest by 251. 


DEATHS. 
The deaths number 2.631. Such is 265 below that of 
1872. The five years’ average is 2,509, which is here ex- 
ceeded by 122. ‘The death-rate, 1-368, is below that of 1868, 
70, and 71, when it appears successively 1°456, 1-405, and 
1:536. In England, the death-rate tor the four years, 1867- 
8-9-70, was *21°8, 220, 22°3, and 22-9 per 1,000 persons 
living. 
Seasons.—The deaths for the first, second, third, and fourth 
quarters are enumerated successively as 762, 653, 612, and 


604. The difference between the highest and the lowest is 
158. The decrease in the second quarter compared with the 


first is 109 ; in the third compared with the second, 41. In 
the five years from 1868 to 1872, the third quarter is con- 
spicuous in showing invariably the lowest number cf deaths. 
In the present year, the fourth quarter takes the place of the 
third, having eight less. In the two last years the numbers 
of deaths have more closely approximated in the third and 
fourth quarters than in former years, the approximation 
being determined by unusual increase in the third. As 
arule, the fourth quarter is next in succession to the third, 
in reference to the low number of death-registrations. The 
numerical changes, as they arise in the first and second 
quarters, are without fixed regularity—the higher number, in 
some years, appearing the first; in other,in the second. The 
death-rate for each quarterly division, from first to fourth, is 
*3896, °337, 314, and *306. September, October, and No- 
vember are the three successive months in this year when 
the deaths are the least numerous, amounting to 561; Jan- 
uary, February, and March the most, rising to 762. The 
highest registrations in any one month are 276, in March. 
Sex.—The deaths of males amounted to 1,481; of females, 
1,150. The rate per cent. of the whole population is, of 
males, 1°50; of females, 1:22. For every hundred of the 
whole number of deaths registered 56:3 were male, 43-7 
females. The deaths of males is 122 to 100 females. Under 
every age, recorded in the annexed tables, with the exception 
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of above 3 and under 4, and between 90 and 95, the deaths 
of males have been the most numerous. ‘The greatest dis- 
parity appears under one year of age, when the deaths of 
males are 88 in excess of those of females; the next under 
55, the excess being 42. Between 85 and 90 the deaths of 
males exceed those of females by three. Between 90 and 95 
the deaths of two females only appear. 

Locality.—The deaths in the District of Adelaide are 278 
less than those in 1872. The District of Daly exceeds by 72. 
In seventeen of the other districts the numbers, compared 
with those of the previous year, are less. The number of 
deaths recerded in Robe has increased from 21 to 44; in 
Grey, from 85 to 128. 

Mortality at Different Ages.—The whole number of deaths 
is distributed, among the diff rent ages, according to the 
following rate for every hrndred :—

In 1872, the deaths under five years of age were computed 
at the rate of 55:9 per cent. of the whole number registered 
The lessened number in this period is compensated by an 
increased ratio under 20 and under 40 years of age. In 
England, in 1879, the deaths of children under five years of 
age were reckoned at the rate of 41°1 per cent. of the whole 
number registered ; betwee 15 and &5 the rate was 25°0; 
and between 55 and upwards 27°3. In this Province, the 
rate under these three last divisions was 51 0, 28:2, and 14°8. 
If, as suggested, ‘infant mortality may be satisfactorily 
measured by its proportion to births registered,” the result 
will appear, that, for every hundred births registered, 13:9 is 
the proportion of deaths under one year of age, which satis- 
factorily compares with that of England, rated at 16:0. It 
may be concluded from the foregoing, that the proportion of 
deaths of infants to the total deaths in any one year is not to 
be taken as the measure of infant mortality, compared with 
other and especially older countries. A greater exactitude 
is attained by a comparison of infant births and deaths. The 
low per centage, 14°8, comparatively to that in England, in 
the ages 55 and upwards, indicates the occasion of what 
seems to be the high rate of infant mortality. It has to be 
considered, that here the population under those ages falls 
short of the proportion existing in countries long settled, and 
until that proportion is altered, or more closely assimilated 
to such, the rate of infant mortality, in relation to the whole 
number of deaths that have occurred in any one year, will 
always appear high. At present, the only reliable measure 
will be found in a comparison of b:rths with infant deaths. 

Causes of D.ath.—Zymotic Diseases.—The number of 
deaths under this class is 570, which is unusually low. They 
are in excess of those of 1869, the least numerous in the pre- 
ceding ten years since 1864 by 84. Compared with the 
immediately preceding sear, the decrease is as much as 295. 
The highest number of deaths is recorded in 1864, when 
1,001 are allotted to this division, giving an excess over those 
of the present year of 431. This excess is principally due to 
the unusually large number of deaths attributed to scarlatina. 
In the March quarter the deaths are 194; in the June 
quarter 157—giving a total for the half-year of 851. In the 
September and December quarters the deaths are 82 and 137 
respectively, the whole number for the six months being 219. 
The excess of the first six months above the deaths of the 
last is 132. The difference between the first quarter, 194, 
and the third, 82, amounts to 112 in favor of the last-men- 
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ticned. Seventy-six is the highest enumerated in any one | have not been invariably higher in each successive year, 


month (March); twenty-three the lowest (September). In 
five months of the year, from January to May, and in De- 
cember, this class of disease ranks numerically high, the 
aggregate being 384. The whole number of the remaining 
six months is 146, a lessening between the two divisions of 
198. The order, according to results in larger or lesser 
numbers, of some of the principal diseases, is—Diarrha@a, 
184; dysentery, 106; typhoid fevers, 68; diphtheria, 61. 
Twenty-eight out of the thirty-six deaths from whooping 
cough occurred in the first three months. No month was 
completely free from scarlatina, small numbers appearing in 
each. The total of such in the year is but 30. In one 
month alone out of the year did deaths from this disease fail 
to be recorded in the District of Daly. Dysentery was most 
rife from January to May, and in December, the total being 
for those periods 89; the whole number for the other months 
is 15. Diarrhoea increases and decreases in the seasons col- 
laterally with dysentery. The highest for any one month 
(December) is 28. In July, August, and September it 
numbered 2, 2, and 1 respectively. Of the 134 deaths from 
this disease, 117 were those of children under two years of 
age. ‘The 68 deaths from typhoid fevers are distributed in 
small numbers, throughout the months, varying from 9 to 1, 
with the exception of December, when they increase to 18. 
The deaths from diphtheria are not numerous; nor does any 
one time or season have allotted to it an exceptionally high 
number. In this class, the less number of deaths in the year, 
compared with 1872, arises from a decrease in whooping 
cough, 99; diphtheria, 44; dysentery, 106; diarrhca, 134. 

Constitutional Diseases.—The diseases of this class alter 
but inconsiderably year after year—the numbers in the five 
years from 1869 varying from 274, the lowest, to 310, the 
highest. The deaths from dropsy are 34; from cancer, 4C: 
decrease of the fcrmer, compared with 1872, of 13; an in- 
crease of the latter of 6. Of tubercular diseases, the registra- 
tions vary to the extent of but 7. Phthisis,in the one year, 
is 146; in the other, 153. 

Local Diseases of all kinds have assigned to them 1,024 
deaths, which is 31 under those of the immediately preceding 
year. In 1864 and in 1873 the deaths were 802 and 1,055 
respectively—an increase in the latter of 222. The number, 


variations from the higher to the lower, and the opposites 
appearing throughout. Under diseases of the nervous 
system appear 863 deaths—149 havinz been attributed to 
convulsions, 65 to disease of the brain, 38 to apoplexy, and 
58 to paralysis. Of the 149 from convulsions, 125 deaths 
were those of infants under one year of age. Though the 
larger proportion from brain disease, under any one age, is 
assigned to infznts, no age to 75 is exempt. In the month 
of March is the highest number. Disease of the heart re- 
sulted in 101 deaths in 1872; in 103 in 1878. The principal 
ages in which fatality from this disease appears are from 30 
to 70. In considering diseases of the respiratory organs, 
infant life is found to suffer extensively from bronchitis, 80 
out of 136 deaths being distributed to children under two 
years of age. The months in which this disease has been 
most fatal are February, August, and September. Pneumonia 
numbers 75, which are apportioned, with slight variations, 
throughout the twelve months. In diseases of the digestive 
organs, enterites reporting 55 deaths, aud liver Ciease 41, 
are alone noticeable. Nephria 14, and kidney disease 17, 
are the highest under diseases of the urinary organs. 

Developmental Diseases.—Fifty-three deaths are ascribed 
to premature birth, and 63 to teething; 96 deaths from old 
age have been registered—an increase over the previous year 
of 23. (The deaths, from all causes, of old persons from 60 
to 95 years, were 387, against 413 in 1872.) Atrophy and 
debility record the large number of 3815, of which 256 are 
deaths of infants under one year. 

Violent Deaths.—Under this class 139 deaths were regis- 
tered, 126 of which are arranged under “ Accident or Negli- 
gence,’ 10 under ‘‘ Suicide.”” Under the former, the deaths 
from fracture and contusion are the most numerous, amount- 
ing to 48. Deaths from such accidents are found in all the 
ages, from 1 to 85, with but four exceptions—under 2 years, 
under 4, under 20, and under 75. Burns and scalds reckon 
18, and, with the exception of one under 50, are those of 
children under 10 years of age. Drowning numbers 87. In 
ten instances deaths by such mode are ranked under the ages 
from 1 to 10, and 27 from 15 to 65. Suicides are three less 
than in the immediately preceding year. Hanging has been 
resorted to most frequently.

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MARRIAGES. 

The number of persons married was 3,124; an increase 
cf 502 on that of 1872. The marriage rate for every 1,000 
of the population is 16-3. That of 1872, was 14:3. The 
rate of this year equals that of England in 1870. The in- 
Crease Is apparent in all ages from 15 to 60. In comparing 
the numbers of persons married in the last year and the 
present, it is found that in the former those married in the 
ages from 15 to 20 were 476, in the latter 554; an increase 
of 78; under 25 years, in the former 1,119, in the latter 
1,286; an increase of 167. The increase under 30 years, is 
85; under 40 years, 27. The numbers of both sexes under 
25 years are precisely equal. ‘The arrangement of the num- 
bers, under the lower and higher ages correspond with that 
of the previous year. The highest number appears under 21 
years, 1.286; succeeded by under €0, which is 568; by 
und-r 20, on which is 554. One marriage has been 
registered where the age of either party did not exceed 
16. The highést age at which marriage was entered upon 
was that of a man at 70. In 1872, e’ght persons were married 
between 65 and 70; four between 70 and 75. Widowers 
and widows married are numbered at 304, which is an in- 
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crease of 39 on those of 1872. They are thus assorted— 
widowers to spinsters, 79; widowers to widows, 77; widows 
to bachelors, 71. 

The signatures by mark ate 258, exceeding by 12 those of 
last year. Of such signatures the rate per cent. «f men 
married was 7°5; of women, 9°7. In England the rate per 
cent. is stated at of men 19°8; at women 27:3. 

The above report has been accommodated as far as circum- 
stances have permitted, to the arrangement followed in ihe 
Registrar-General’s annual reports in England. There is, 
among others, this notable exception, that that report has 
an appendix, with a letier from Dr. Farr, in which are 
considered the causes of death, and medical science, 
knowledge and skill made available in relation to such. By 
such a practice the value of the statistical compilation is 
greatly enhanced. The causes of death in this report are 
only treated of statistically.
